Miss  Fern  Shipley  will  be  associate  leader,  I4.-H  Club  and  YMW  Programs,  with 
particular  r eference  to  the  development  of  U— H home  economics  work.  She 
has  doubled  in  this  capacity  since  the  resignation  of  Tent,  Bishop  last  July. 


Succeeding  Miss  Shipley  in  the  Western  Region  on  February  2 will  be  Dr.  Mary 
Frances  Lyle,  assistant  State  li~H  Club  leader  in  South  Dakota.  Dr.  Lyle 
has  been  a school  teacher,  county  home  demonstration  agent  and  assistant 
State  1|-H  Club  leader  in  South  Dakota.  She  has  her  degree  in  education 
from  the  University  of  South  Dakota,  a Master’s  degree  in  clothing  and  tex- 
tiles from  Iowa  State  College,  and  her  Ph.D0  in  Extension  administration 
from  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  In  addition  to  her  work  in  the  Western 
Region,  Miss  Lyle  will  assist  in  the  development  of  I4.-H  evaluation,  safety, 
camping  and  recreation  programs. 

John  Banning  who,  for  a year  and  a half,  has  been  giving  educational  leader-

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NATIONAL  YOUTH  FITNESS  WEEK 


President  Eisenhower  has  announced  May  3 to  9 as  National  Youth  Fitness 
Week.  A kit  of  materials  and  promotional  ideas  is  being  developed  by 
Dr.  Shane  MacCarthy,  Executive  Director,  President’s  Council  on  Youth  Fit- 
ness, and  we  will  arrange  that  sample  kits  be  sent  to  you. 

Enclosed  with  the  packet  being  sent  to  State  I|.-H  Club  leaders  is  a Report 
of  the  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  President’s  Council  on  Youth  Fitness 
and  the  President’s  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Fitness  of  American 
Youth  conducted  at  Fort  Ritchie,  Md,  The  Council  is  a group  of  seven  Cabinet 
officers,  including  Secretary  Benson.  The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  is  a 
group  of  approximately  120  leading  citizens  from  all  walks  of  American  life. 
We  commend  to  your  reading  especially  the  summary  of  findings  on  page  3* 
the  recommendations  on  page  9,  and  Secretary  Benson’s  address  beginning  on 
page  38. 

In  many  States  committees  have  been  established  by  Governors  and  by  munici- 
palities to  work  and  recommend  on  matters  relating  to  youth  fitness.  In 
other  States  this  program  is  developed  and  included  in  the  assignment  of 
youth  conservation  committees  or  other  youth  agencies. 


I960  WHITE  HOUSE  CONFERENCE  ON  CHILDREN  AND  YOUTH 

Arthur  S.  Flemming,  Secretary,  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
has  announced  the  dates  of  March  27  to  April  2,  I960,  for  the  White  House 
Conference  on  Children  and  Youth.  At  that  time  it  is  expected  that  six  to 
seven  thousand  persons  will  be  invited  to  Washington  to  confer  on  the 
health,  education,  and  welfare  development  of  young  people.  An  opening 
session  with  the  President  giving  an  address  will  be  held  on  the  campus  of 
the  University  of  Maryland,  College  Park,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  large 
crowd  expected.  An  executive  director  for  the  White  House  Conference  has 
not  yet  been  established  but  Mrs.  Isabella  Jones  is  associate  director  and 
acting  during  the  interim  period  of  preparation, 

A small  staff  is  being  assembled  to  stimulate  the  development  of  State  com- 
mittees. Also,  a Fact  Gathering  and  Chart  Book  Committee  has  been  named. 

We  are  participating  fully  in  the  preparation  of  the  deliberations.  We 
suggest  that  State  I4.-H  Club  leaders.  State  home  demonstration  leaders  and 
others  may  wish  to  inquire  relative  to  plans  within  your  own  State.  Governor 
offices  are  the  focal  contact  for  State  and  local  arrangements.  Approxi- 
mately half  of  the  States  have  already  established  study  and  preparation 
groups. 


STATE  "MEMORIALS”  AT  U-H  CENTER 


It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  19  States  and  the  Home  Demonstration  Agents 
Association  have  already  made  definite  plans  for  memorial  projects  at  the 
National  1|-H  Club  Center.  "Andy"  Eure  tells  us  that  the  most  urgent  needs 
now  are  for  furnishing  dormitory  rooms,  dining  room  and  cafeteria  dishes 
and  silverware,  and  visual  aids  equipment.  Another  welcome  help  would  be 
funds  for  landscaping.

Announcements  of  application  procedures 
have  been  sent  to  the  States  by  Dr.  Mary  Louise  Collings  of  the  Division  of 
Extension  Research  and  Training. 

This  fellowship  is  a fine  opportunity  for  outstanding  young  extension  workers 
to  increase  their  understandings  and  skills.  We  hope  that  you  will  alert 
any  of  your  qualified  State  and  county  workers  who  might  be  interested  in 
this  opportunity.  You  will  be  interested  to  note  that  the  age  limit  for 
candidates  has  been  changed  to  include  those  who  shall  not  have  passed  their 
32nd  birthday  on  June  1,  1959.

Across  the  Nation,,  Campfire  Girls  are  holding  tree  dedication  ceremonies. 
This  is  a part  of  their  Golden  Jubilee  celebration  and  is  aimed  at  encourag- 
ing members  to  contribute  to  the  wise  use  of  natural  resources.  Nan  Harman, 
conservation  program  adviser,  has  sent  us  an  impressive  list  of  ceremonies 
held  to  date  and  types  of  trees  planted. 


AUDUBON  CAMPS 


The  Audubon  Society  each  summer  conducts  educational  courses  in  conservation 
and  wildlife  at  four  camps  in  different  regions  of  the  United  States.  Four- 
teen leaders  of  U-H  Club  work  attended  these  training  sessions  last  year  and 
found  them  exceedingly  valuable.  The  educational  sessions  include  the 
following  phases  of  natural  science:  Botany,  anthropology,  entomology,

One  member  of  the  Illinois  U-H  and  YMW  staff  is  assigned  to  report  brief- 
ly on  a piece  of  research  pertaining  t o youth  work  at  each  staff  confer- 
ence# The  opportunity  is  rotated  to  keep  it  from  being  a burden  on 
anyone . 

Kentucky  - U— H Leadership  Inventory 

Conrad  Feltner,  one  of  the  field  agents  in  U-H  club  work,  has  worked 
out  a U— H Club  leadership  inventory  for  his  district*  Agents  are  being 
encouraged  to  make  an  inventory  of  U-H  leadership  for  each  of  the  clubs 
in  the  county.  From  this  inventory  a leadership  plan  for  the  club  is 
developed# 

Maryland  - Tractor  Care  Leader  Meetings 

Training  meetings  in  Tractor  Care  and  Operation  for  newer  local  volun- 
teer U-H  Club  leaders  were  scheduled  in  four  locations  of  Maryland  in 
December#  Training  the  new  leaders  in  supervision  and  guiding  the 
tractor  care  project  was  the  aim#  All  four  meetings  for  the  leaders 
were  one-day  affairs  and  included  information  on  the  following:  Care 

of  the  diesel  farm  tractor j the  U-H  tractor  operators  contest j analysis 
of  U— H tractor  care  in  individual  counties j a reporting  of  ideas  and 
methods  by  local  leaders j and  a review  of  safety  f«r  the  tractor. 

Mississippi  - Advice  on  Program  Planning 

The  U-H  staff  develops  its  plan  of  work  for  the  year  with  the  a ssistance 
of  a county  extension  agent  advisory  committee.  After  the  staff  has 
made  tentative  plans  for  the  year,  a selective  group  of  extension  agents 
come  to  the  campus  and  spend  two  days  in  giving  suggestions  and  ideas  for 
improving  U-H  projects,  events  and  activities.  This  makes  for  a fine 
State  staff-agent  relationship. 

New  Hampshire  - Annual  Meeting  for  Agents 

Program  management  was  featured  at  the  annual  meeting  of  U-H  Club  agents 
and  State  leaders  in  January#  U-H  projects,  community  service,  wise 
use  of  awards,  and  "Tooling  Up  for  the  Future"  were  other  pertinent 
topics# 

New  Mexico  - Youth  Development  Discussions 

The  youth  development  phase  of  the  Scope  report  was  such  a popular  choice 
of  agents  at  annual  conference  that  two  discussion  groups  had  to  be 
planned#  Further  adding  to  the  discussion  was  information  on  leadership 
training  as  gathered  from  the  Western  States  U-H  Study. 
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West  Virginia  - Advanced  U-H  Clothing  Training 

A series  of  nine  regional  meetings  are  planned  for  March  to  give  special 
training  related  to  U-H  clothing  projects.  Following  the  regional  meet- 
ings, many  counties  will  conduct  their  own  county  training  meetings.

Virginia  - U-H  Center  to  Serve  15  Counties 

A $150,000  fund  drive  for  development  of  the  Southwest  Virginia  U-H 
Center  was  officially  launched  recently.  Fifteen  counties  are  involved. 
The  center  is  located  four  miles  east  of  Abingdon  on  a 50-acre  tract. 
Operation  of  the  center  in  i960  is  the  hope  of  the  board  of  directors. 
Purpose  of  the  center  is  "to  provide  an  on-going  educational  facility 
to  supplement  and  complement  educational  programs  of  U-H  Clubs." 


OLDER  U-H  AND  YMW: 

Pennsylvania  - Series  of  Discussions 


Two  pilot  counties  in  each  of  the  four  Extension  districts  are  in  the 
process  of  organizing  a series  of  meetings  for  young  men  and  women  on 
the  subjects — "What  Does  It  Cost  to  Establish  a Farm"  and  "What  Does  It 
Cost  to  Establish  a Home." 

Minnesota  - U-H  Radio  Public  Speaking 

For  the  17th  year,  a Statewide  U-H  radio  public  speaking  event  will 
climax  a program  of  activity  in  the  counties.  Subject  for  this  year  is 
"Brotherhood  of  Man — -Where  Have  We  Failed?  — What  Can  I Do?"  When  the 
State  event  is  held  March  7 at  St.  Paul,  it  is  expected  that  more  than 
1,000  members  will  have  participated  in  various  parts  of  the  program. 

Oregon  - "Know  Your  State  Government" 

For  the  second  year,  at  the  end  of  U-H  Week,  Oregon  will  hold  a special 
U-H  conference  for  older  members  on  "Know  Your  State  Government."  The 
legislature  will  be  in  session  and  officials  have  indicated  enthusiastic 
cooperation  with  the  event, 

Tennessee  -.U-H  Personal  Development  Program 

A new  program  open  to  senior  club  members  emphasizes  self-analysis.  It 
has  the  broad  goals  of  helping  members  to  develop  leadership  and  citizen- 
ship talents;  to  develop  attitudes  and  values;  to  follow  through  with 
plans  for  self  improvement;  and  to  learn  to  dress  appropriately,  be- 
comingly, and  healthfully  in  keeping  with  the  family  budget.

Arkansas  - Hybrid  Seed  Corn  Projects 

Twenty  counties  in  the  State  held  U-H  Club  hybrid  corn  shows  during  the 
past  year*  many  of  them  with  increased  number  and  quality  of  exhibits 
over  previous  years, 

Illinois  - Pre-Test  of  Nutrition  Project 

"Teen-Time  Food  Fare/'  project  for  high  school  and  older  youth  has  been 
on  a pilot  test  in  Rock  Island  County  for  1958  and  will  be  tested  in 
several  other  counties  in  1959*  Radio  and  news  releases  give  further 
information  on  teen-age  nutrition. 

Kansas  - Automotive  Project  Trip 

Members  of  five  counties  where  pilot  work  has  been  done  in  automotive 
care  and  safety  visited  Wichita  on  a two-day  field  trip.  The  members 
had  an  educational  tour  of  an  oil  refinery  and  an  airplane  plant.  The 
State  highway  patrol  and  Wichita  police  departments  cooperated  in  train- 
ing regarding  safety  rules. 

New  York  - Pheasant  Raising 

Topping  all  records  of  17  years,  the  l,UlU  members  in  the  pheasant- 
rearing project  raised  5U, 805  birds.  The  project,  designed  to  create 
in  youth  a genuine  interest  in  wildlife  and  its  care,  has  the  cooperation 
of  the  State  Conservation  Department  and  of  local  sportsmen's  groups, 

Tennessee  - Health  Program  Revitalized 

A State  committee  with  representatives  from  the  U-H  staff,  Extension 
administration,  and  others  has  been  appointed  to  evaluate  the  project 
and  make  suggestions  for  revising  or  producing  new  health  literature.

California  - Cooperation  of  Girl  Scouts 

Los  Angeles  County  U-H  Club  members  took  their  animals  to  the  day  camp 
conducted  by  the  Girl  Scouts,  They  also  demonstrated  how  they  cared 
for  their  animals.  This  seems  like  a very  helpful  interchange  of  infor- 
mation by  young  people. 

California  - Mosaic  Clover 

Some  19,000  visitors  who  saw  the  Santa  Barbara  Flower  and  Horse  Show 
recently  were  impressed  by  a large  mosaic  clover  made  by  U-H  members. 

The  members  used  the  principles  of  tile  mosaic  work  which  they  had 
learned  with  scrap  tile  at  U-H  Camp#  it  took  20  members  working  5 
evenings  to  build  the  5-foot  clover  which  appeared  in  the  center  of  the 
mosaic.  Each  leaf  depicted  a design  symbolic  of  a favorite  U-H  project. 
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North  Carolina  - Golden  Anniversary 

The  State  is  celebrating  its  golden  anniversary  in  U-H  Club  work.  Weekly 
radio  programs  are  saluting  outstanding  U-H  Club  alumni  from  the  past 
50  years.  National  I4.-H  Club  Week  is  well  highlighted,  especially  the 
50th  anniversary.  Plans  are  being  made  for  the  county  achievement  days 
to  feature  the  golden  anniversary,  the  climaxing  affairs  for  next  fall, 

Oklahoma  - U-H  on  TV 

"U-H  on  Parade"  is  the  title  of  a popular  1|-H  television  show  in  Okla- 
homa, 1'his  show  is  given  on  the  second  and  fourth  Saturdays  in  each 
month.  The  show  features  audience  participation  on  aiding  club  members 
in  project  lessons.  It  is  hoped  that  the  show  will  provide  an  incentive 
for  more  U-H  members  and  interested  members  to  work  harder  on  specific 
project  subjects,  Georgia  has  had  a similar  TV  program  over  a period  of 
years, 

Texas  - I4.-H  Record  Party 

Here’s  a somewhat  different  approach  to  working  with  leaders  and  U-H 
members  on  U-H  records.  Several  clubs  in  Texas  have  been  having  record 
hops  in  order  to  promote  interest  in  getting  record  books  completed  and 
turned  in  on  time,  A "record  hop"  consisted  of  a program  on  completing 
U— H records,  recreation  and  refreshments.

AND  IN  CLOSING  — 


One  of  the  highlights  of  our  recent  FES  annual  conference  was  a talk  by  Paul 
C.  Johnson,  editor  of  the  Prairie  Farmer,,  and  himself  a long-time  Extension 
worker.  With  his  permission,  we  are  quoting  part  of  that  talk,  delivered 
in  his  usual  challenging  manners 

"The  Extension  pioneers  who  established  corn  clubs  and  later  the 
U-H  program  to  bring  youth  into  the  rural  improvement  crusade  were 
imbued  with  the  idea  of  keeping  boys  and  girls  on  the  farm.  The 

project  approach  proved  to  be  a sound  teaching  method,  well  suited 
to  the  family  setting  and  calculated  to  win  the  approval  of  practical 
parents.  However,  we  have  had  trouble  modernizing  Lg-H  to  meet  the 
new  challenges  of  American  youth.  Our  youth  training  today  needs  to 
be  so  fundamental  that  it  will  justify  its  continuation  side  by  side 
with  the  formal  school  system.  It  must  serve  rural  youth  who  will 
not  and  cannot  be  primarily  farmers  or  farmers'  wives. 

"There  is  a crying  need  not  only  for  out-of-school  training  but  for 
vocational  guidance  which  can  be  oriented  to  the  rural  community 
and  the  professions  associated  with  agriculture  but  which  must  not 
be  partisan  to  farming  itself.  It  will  not  be  enough  to  urbanize 
U-H  work.  What  we  really  need  is  a youth  program  which  will  cherish 
a rural  point  of  view  but  teach  self-reliance  and  confidence  in 
meeting  a future  as  wide  as  the  world  and  as  high  as  space."
